year. The gentleman who acts as headman 
of the Two hills remnant had an idea last 
fall that by getting his friends to join the 
Stony Plain band be would have suflicient in- 
fluence to secure his election as chief. The 
move, however, was not made and during 
the past winter the chances of the aspiring 
gentleman decreased, Since then he has 
used his endeavors to prevent a union,

PERMITS. 

At a late meeting of the Calgary council 
the mayor as reported by the Herald said 
that at the next meeting he would move a 
strong resolution in reference to the permit 
system and the whiskey tratlic. He and the 
police had none all they could to suppress 
the evil but without effect, and he hoped the 
council would sup crt hin inun earnest ef- 
fort to regulate ths matter. In an inter- 
view with a Tribune repoiter the wayor said 
that his attention had Leen called to the al- 
most unbridled manner in which the illicit 
liquor traftic was being carried on in Calyary. 
‘Luere was no doubt that ;ermits were ob- 
tained i. cores and were being sold to illicit 
trattickers at #o much apicce. He intended 
moving that the council su emorialize the 
government ashing thut speedy means be 
taken either to abrogate the permits alto- 
wether by allowing a license system to be in- 
troduced, or to so regulate the present law 
that it would no longer be what it now is, 
merely a cover under which the inost danger- 
ons and ruinous possible phase of the 
iquor trattic existed. That the North-West 
prohibitory liquor law has been brought into 
contempt by tne present licutenant-governor 
every resident knows. But heretofore when 
it was publicly charged that the power ot 
issuing permits was abused refuge was found 
for him in that divinity that is supposed to 
hedge about a king, or even a lieutenant yov- 
eruor in the winds of some people ; and min- 
isters of the gospel were fou dso jar forget- 
ting their obligation tu truth, temperance 
aad good yover..went in their desire to toady 
to the deputy’s deputy of royalty as to pub- 
licly conimend his administration. But in 
spite of—or rather helped on by-- the conspi- 
racy of silence among those whose duty it 
Was to speak, the evil has grown so great 
that the not wo temperate town of Calgary 
feels compelled to kick. Of course those who 
are aguinst prohibition wili use the faulty ad- 
ministration of a taulty law against the prin- 
ciple upon which the law is founded, and 
therefore it is the more necessary for those 
who wish to see effective prohibiticn to point 
out where where the fault really lics—.to 
place the saddle on the right horse. It is 
broadly asserted by the opponents of prohi- 
bition that such a Jaw cannot be enforced. 
The people ot the North-West know as a mut- 
ter of fuct chat it has bowen enforced and that 
ity enforcement was beneticial. ‘Lhe great bar 
to ite enforcement now is that permits can be 
found to cover liquor wherever seized, and 
if they cannot be found they can be secured 
in cases Of emergency by telexraph — by fa: 
vored parties. It is a notorious tuct that the 
power of issuing or refusing permite has been 
used repeatedly by his honor (1) ua a political 
lever, ‘That the present system is too arbi- 
trary —places too much power in the hands 
Of Gue wan fora free country most—people 
will adinit, and when that one man uses tuis 
arbitvary power not to carry out the intent 
Of the law Lut to prostitute it to his own 
purposes, it is no tair test of prohibitiou—it 
can only be expected that the principle will 
be brought into contempt. Since the advent 
of leutenant-governor Dewdney the experi- 

ment of a prohibitory law has not been tried 

but instead the experiment of disgusting the 

people with sucha law, so that when the 

time comes for the principle to be voted on 

they will be tempted to vote against it.

One of the first public works that this part 
of Alberta requires at the hands of the tede- 
ral government ie a telegraph line to the 
Athabasca Landing from Edmonton, When 
the member for Alberta was canvassing in 
this part of the district he was very particu- 
lar to promise that if elected our needs would 
receive every attention froin him. No doubt 
he wiil make be promise good. The Land- 
ing is the starting pr int by boat for the Mac- 
kenzie with its great lakes and tributaries 
giving water communication throughout the 
length and breadth of a territory larger than 
Manitoba, Assiniboia, Saskatchewan, and Al- 
berta. The H. B. Co. does the principal 
trade of that country but the numberof other 
parties going in to trade, hunt and prospect 
will doubtless increase every year. Edmon- 
ton is the depot for the trade and starting 
point for travellers, and is 90 miles dis‘ant 
from the Landing. At present when a boat 
arrives ot the Lunding it must lie there until 
& messenger travels to Edmonton and the 
freight or passengers are sent out,a matter of 
at least eivht or ten days. The expense of 
such a messenger and the delay occasioned 
by his trip is a very considerable obstacle to 
the developmeut of tha northern trade. Were 
a telegraph line in operation as» soon asa 
boat reached the Landing teams could be 
despatched to meet it with goods or passen- 
gers and there would be the least possibile 
delay, a very important ccnsideration where 
the distances to be travelled are so great. 
Possibly the business of the line would not 
pay expenses at first, but the assistance it 
would be to the development of the country 
would be an ample return. The cost of con- 
struction would not be great aa tamarac can 
be procured in sufficient qua.titics along the 
line, and the only maintenznce expense 
would be the salary of an oper.tor at the 
Landing, which, considering how many 
friends of the rovernment have to be provid. 
ed for should be a recommendation rather 
than otherwise.

RAILWAY PROSPECTS. 


No doubt the present session of parlia- 
went will produce the usual crop of orth. 
West railway charters, but unfortunately 
that does not indicate that the North-West is 
an) nearer increased raiiway communication. 
lt the charters granted already had been 
worked upon there would be no need for 
more for vears to come. Although the coun- 
try is yridironed wtth paper railways the old 
tashioned cart or bull team is still the main 
dependerce of a large proportion of the peo. 
ple. The district of Alverta is well supplied 
with these paper roads and it isto be hoped 
that they will be succeeded by something 
more useful at au early date. The inimmense 
and rapidly increasing amount of treight 
jpaasing over the road between Calgary and 
Edmonton every vear points toaling between 
these places as ove of those most needed and 
the one most likely todo a ygotitable bust. 
ness after being built. Woee the C. PR 
reached Calgary it was xenerally expected 
that the building of a branch north woulé be 
oue of the first things undertaken after the 
completion of the iain tiie; but now that it 
is completed every effort is being made to 
work up @ through tratlic, while local traftic 
is nevlected if not absoluvely killed. Unless 
there isa change of policy on the part of the 
C.P. R. Co. it will be useiess to louk to them 
fora branch line to Edmonton, at least until 
the monopoly privilege ceases and competi- 
sion compels exertion. Bat the C. P. R. Co, 
not being inclined to buiid them should not 
be a reason why nwo branches should be 
built. There are large amounts of capital in 
tne eastern provinces for which there ia no 
sate and orotitable investment, which if the 
inducement was sufficient could be turned 
into North-West channels. «Immense sums 
of eastern money have been squandered in 
North-West land speculating—an attempt at 
mere blood sucking from the pioneers. If a 
ike amount had been expended in legiti- 
mate enterprises that would have been a help 
to the settler instead of increasing his bur- 
dens, a profit instead of a loss would have 
been the reseult and the country ‘vould have 
been built up. When the capitalist locks up 
the land from the pioncer his money isa 
curse, and the more he has of it the greater 
the curse. Buatift his money is used in es- 
fablishing enterprises frou which he expects 
only a fair return from the settler for the ac- 
commodation afforded there is a mutual pro- 
tit instead of a mutual loss as has been. Of 
all the enterprises which contribute to the 
progress of a new country, the railroad in— 
ar Ought to be—theSsreatest, and offers'to the 
capitalist a safer permanent investment than 

ny other. Ut is not recessary that there 
should already be a paying trattic for the 
road before it is built. Given sutticiently fa- 
vorable conditions and the road will make 
trattic for itself, The present trattic between 
Ca'gary and Edmonton is very large and the 
conditions are ost favorable for a very large 
and protitable trattic were a road once built. 
In the first place the cost of building would 
be remarkably low, The distance is short 
of 200 miles, and the route offers no engin- 
eering difficulties, Indeed with the excep- 
tion of about twenty miles from the head of 
Nose Creek to Scarlett’s construction would 
simply be the grading up of the rvad bed, 
The country is well suited for agricultural 
settlement for the whole distance, but the 
road would not have to await settlement to 
secure traffic. The timber linits of the Red 
Deer and Saskatchewan, at present unworked

JUBILEE MEMORIAL. 
SEVERAL parties have been at work during 
the week soliciting subscriptions towards the 
establishment of a colonial institute in Lon- 
don, England, as a memorial of the Queen's 
ubilee. In a@ speech on the subject the 
rince of Wales said: ‘‘ Itis my hope that 
the institute will ferm a practical means of 
communication between our colonial settlers 
and those persons at home who may enetit 
by emigration. * * * * It will be a place 
of study and resort for producers and con- 
summers from the colonies and India when 
they visit this couutry for business or pleas- 
ure, and they, as wellas the werchants and 
manufacturers of the United Kingdom, will 
find in the collections, libraries, conference 
and intelligence reoms, the means of extend- 
ing the conmmerce and improving the manu- 
facturing industries of the empire. I trust, 
too, that colonial and Indian subjects Visit. 
ing this country will find some sort of social 
welcome within the proposed building. The 
institute will thus be an emblem, av well a8 a 
practical exponent, of the community of in- 
terests and the unity of feeling throughout 
the oxtended dominions of the Queen.” 
Hishonor the lieutenant governor of the 
North- Went has addressed a circular to pro- 
minent residents asking their co-operation in 
the matter, in which be says: *‘ You are 
aware that it has been determined to cele- 
brate the 50th anniversary of Her +i eee 3 
accession to the throne by the establishment 
in London of an imperial institute for the 
United Kingdom, the Colonies and India, as 
& permanent commemoration of the jubilee 
year of her reign, and that all funds collected 
for the proposed testimonial to His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales, in recognition 
of bia services in connection with the late 
exhibition, will, in accordance with his Roy- 
al Highness’ wishes, be devoted to that o 
ject. It has been also decided that an ap- 
peal be made to all the Queen's subjects 
throughout Mer Majusty’s dominions to give 
@ Kenerous support to establish and counten- 
ance such a memorial institute. With a view 
to evcure as widespread a response as possi- 
bie to the appeal which has been addressed 
to us, and “ee an opportunity to all to 
share in it, L have decided that the highest 
amount which any one person will be asked 
to subscribe vill be limited to one dollar, but 
any lesser sum down to the smallest coin In 
eur currency will be gladly received. It is 
Proposed te hold a public meeting in Regine 
at an early date, and I shall be glad to see 
the example generally followed.”

Fach tender must be accompanied by an 
accepted cheque, approved by the Indian 
Agent for the District, for at beast five per 
cent. of the amount thereof, which will be 
forfeited if the tenderer declines to enter into 
a centract based on his tender when called 
upon to do so, or if he fails to fulfill his con- 
tract to the satisfaction of the Department. 
If the tenderer prefers to do so, he may depo- 
sit with the Avent, in lieu of an accepted 
cheque, the notes of any Chartered Bank in 
Canada to an equal amount.
